An Account of the late EARTHQUAKES in Cata- 
Bria, Siciry, Se. 
Communicated to the Rovat Sociery, dy Sir. Wittiam

Naples, May 23, 1783. 
[Concluded from our laft.] 











. N the 17th of May I left Meflina, where I had been 


kindly and hopitably treated, and proceeded in my Spe- 
ronara along the Sicilian coaft to the point of the entrance of. 
the Faro, where I went afhore, and found a prieft who had 
been there the night between the 5th and 6th of February, 
when the great wave paffed over that point, carried off boats, 
and above twenty-four unhappy peuple, tearing up trees, — and 
leaving fume hundred weight of fifh it had brought with it on 
the dry land. He told me, he had been himfelf covered with 
the wave, and with difficulty faved his life. He at firft faid the 
water was hot; but as I was curious to come at the truth of 
this fact, which would have concluded much, I afked him if 
he was very fure of it? and being preffed, it came to be no 
More than the water having been as warm as it ufually, is in

on with noife and fach rapidity that it was impoflible to efcape.

From hence I erofled over to Scil- 
ja. Hating met with my friend the Padre Minaf, @ Domini- 
can friar, a worthy man and an able naturali{t, who is a native 
of Scilla, and is actually employed by the academy of Naples 
to give a defcription of the phenomena that haye attended the 
earthquake inthefe parts, with his afiitance on the fpot, I per- 
fectly underftood the nature of the formidable wave that was 
faid to have been boiling her, and had certainly:proved fatal to 


the Baron of the country, the Prince of Scilla, who was fweot | 


off the fhore intu the fea by this wave, with 2973 of his unfor- 
tunate fubjects. The following is the fa&t:—The Prince of 
Scilla having ‘remarked, tha ‘during the firlt horrid fhock 
(which happened about noon the gth of February) part of a 
rock near Scilia bad begga detaghed inea the ‘fea, and fearing 
that the rock of Scilla, on. . his ‘¢altle and town js fitua- 
ted, might alfo be detachedy, ght .it fafer to prepare boats, 
and retire to a little port ofbeach farrounded by rocks at the 
foot of the rock. The fecond thoek of the carthquake, after 
midnight, detached a whole mountain, (much higher than that 
of Scilla, and partly calcareous. and partly cretaceoas) fitaated 
between the Torre del Cavallo and the rock of Scilla, This 
having fallen with violence into the fea (at-that time perfeatly 
calm) raifed the fatal wave, which I have above defcribed to 
have broken upon the neck of land, called the Punta del Faro, 
in the ifland of Scilly, with fach fury, which returning with 
great noife and celerity direétly upon the beach where the 
Prince and the unfortunate inhabitants of Scilla had taken res 
fuge, either dafhed them with their boats and richeft effets a= 
gaintt the rocks, or whirled them, into the fea; thofe who had 
efcaped the-firft and greateft wayeavere carried off by a fecond 
and third, which were lefs confiderable, and immediately fol- 
lowed the firft. I {poke to feveral-men, women, 'and children 
here, who had been cruelly maimed, and fome of whom had 
been carried into the fea by this unforefeen accident. Here, 
faid one, ‘my head was forced through the door of the cellar, 
which he fhewed me was broken. ‘There, faid another, was I 
drove into a barrel. Then a woman would fhew me her child, 
all over deep wounds from the ftones and-timber, &c. thatwere 
mixed with the water, and dafhing about in this narrow port; 
but all affured me, they had not perceived the leaft fymptom of 
heat in the water, though T dare fay, Sir, you will read many 
well-attelted accounts. of this water having been bot; of many 
dead bodies thrown up which appeared to have been par-boiled 
by it; and of many living ,pesfons who had evidently -been 
fealded by this hot wave ; 4 ,fifficule jsit to arrive at, truth... 
Had I becn fatisfied. with, che pt anfwer: of the prieft at the 
Pama.del Faro, and fer it duwe imegyg int vis nate 
doubted bat that this wave had ‘been of hot water? Now that 
we are well acquainted with the canfe of this fatal wave, we 
know it could not have been hot ; but the teftimony of fo ma- 
ny unfortunate fufferers from it is decifive. 

A faé& which I was told, and which was attefted by many 
here, is very extraordinary indeed ; A woman of Scilla, four 
months gone with child, and {wept into the fea by the wave, 
and was taken up alive, floating on her back at fome diftance, 
nine hours after. She did not even mifcarry, and is now per- 
fectly well; and, had fhe not been gone up into the country, 
they would have fhewn her to me, ‘They told me fhe had been 
ufed to fwim, as do moft of the women in this part of Calabria. 
Her anxiety. and fafferings, however, had arrived at fo great a 
pitch, that juft at the time that the boat, which took her ap, 
appeared, the was trying to force her head under water, to put 
a period to her miferable exiitence, The Padre Minafi told 
me another curious circumftance that happened in this neigh- 
bourhood, which to his knowledge was {tridtly tru@>- A girl of 
about eighteen years of age was buried under the ruins of a 
houferfix days, having had her foot, at the ancle, almoft cut off 
by the edge of a barrel that fell upon it; the duft and mortar 
{topped the blood ; the never had the afliftance of a fargeon ; 
but the foot of itfelf dropped off, and the wound is perfectly 
healed withuut any other affiftance but that of nature. If of 
fuch extraordinary circumftances, and of hair-breadth efcapes, 
an account was to be taken in all the deftroyed towns of Cala- 
bria Ultra and Sicily, they would, as I faid before, compofe a 
large volume. _ I have only recorded a few of the moft extra- 
ordinary, and fuch as I had from the moft undoubted authori- 
ty. In my way back to Naples eae L arrived the 23d of 
May) along the coaft of the two Calabrias: and the Priacipato 
Citra, I only went on fhore at Tropea, Paula, and in the Bay 
of Palinurus. I found Tropéa (beautifully fitaated on a rock 
overhanging the fea) but little damaged : however, all the in- 
habitants were in barracks : At Paula the fame. The fifher- 
men here told me, they continued to take a great abundance of 
fith, as they had done ever fince the commencement of the pre- 
fent calamity. “At T'ropea, the rsth of May, there was a fe- 
vere fhock of an earthquake, but of a very fhort duration. 
There were five thocks during my ftay in Calabria and Sicily ; 
three of them rather alarming; and at Meflina, in the night 
time, I conftantly felt a little tremor of the earth, which has 
been obferved by many of the Meflinefe. 

Iam really athamed, Sir, of fending fuch an unconnected 
hafty extra&t of my journal ; but when I refleé@, that unlefs I 
fend it off direétly, the Royal Society will be broken up for the 
fummer feafon, and the fabjeét will become ftale before its next 
meeting ; of two evils I prefer to choofe the lealt. Such rough: 
draughts, however, (though ever fo imperfect and incorreét) 
have, as in paintings, the merit of afirll fketch, and a kind of 
fpirit that is often loft when the pictare is correétly finifhed. If 
you confider the fatigne and hurry of the journey I have jut 
been taking ; and that in the mid{t of the preparations for my 
other journey to England, which I propofe to begin to-morrow, 
I have been writing this account, I thall hope then to be enti- 
tled to your indulgence for all its imperfections *,.

cepted), which permit hall be granted for the removal of no more than 
one cafk, or other package containing any foreign {pirituous liquors of 
one kind of fpecies; and if any more than one caik or other package 
of foreign fpirituous liquors, ef one kind or fpecies, at onc time, direct- 
ed to one and thé fime perfon (or perfons, where there are two or more 
in joint trade or partnerfhip, and except as after excepted), thall be 
found removed o# garried, or removing or carrying, from one place in 
this kingdom to anyother place, whether with or without permit, the 
fame, together with the veffels and boats, and the horfes and other 
cattle, and the carriages employed in removing or carrying the fame, 
thall be forfeited, and fhall and may be feized by any officer of excife ;
